We  cannot,  and  should  not,  expect  this  year's 
nd  or  succeeding  funds  for  some  time  to  come  approach 
e  amount  raised  in  the  Ninth  Alumni  Fund.  However,

I  between  $35,000.00  and  $40,000.00  cannot  be  counted 

'1 — except  of  course  during  those  years  in  which  there 
a  depression  or  a  material  business  recession. 
The  consciousness  of  each   alumnus,  who  contributes, 
'at  by  his  voluntary  gift,  small  though  it  may  be,  he 
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becomes  a  real  factor  in  promoting  the  interest  of  the 
college,  must  be  a  great  satisfaction  to  him.  He  identifies 
himself  more  closely  with  his  Alma  Mater,  keeps  it  in 
mind,  and  is  in  a  position  to  put  in  a  good  word  with 
others  not  connected  with  the  college  and  so  arouse  their 
interest. 

The  response  of  our  alumni  through  the  years  has  been 
amazing.  It  is  seriously  questioned 
whether,  in  proportion  to  its  size, 
one  can  find  another  educational 
institution  whose  alumni  in  such 
large  numbers  have  contributed  and 
in  so  large  an  amount.  The  true 
test  is,  of  course,  not  the  size  of  the 
college  or  the  number  of  its  alumni, 
but  rather  the  ratio  of  support  given 
in  comparison  with  that  given  by 
alumni  of  other  institutions  large 
or  small.  For  an  institution  of 
comparative  size  a  fund  of 
$20,000.00  to  $25,000.00  is  con- 
sidered excellent. 

We  confidently  believe  that  in 
this  the  tenth  year  there  will  be  no 
slackening  of  interest  or  failure 
to  maintain  the  excellent  standard 
which  has  been  made.

Phi  Beta  Kappa  Comes 
To  Hampden-Sydney 


JUST  as  The  Record  goes  to  press 
it  is  learned  that  President 
Gammon  has  been  notified  by  the 
National  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Council 
that  it  has  approved  the  establishment  of  a  chapter  at 
Hampden-Sydney  College.  It  has  been  felt  for  many 
years  that  this  honorary  fraternity  emphasizing  scholar- 
ship, should  be  at  this  ancient  institution,  whose  graduates 
have  made  such  an  excellent  record,  both  while  students 
here,  in  postgraduate  work  at  universities  and  other 
postgraduate  institutions,  and  in  every  field  of  activity. 
There  is  some  evidence  that  a  chapter  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  existed  at  Hampden-Sydney  many  years  ago, 
but  proof  of  this  fact  has  never  been  found,  and  if  such  a 
chapter  ever  existed  at  the  College,  it  must  have  been  only 
for  a  brief  period.  As  has  been  pointed  out  before,  it  is 
not  so  much  the  presence  of  a  chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
here,   which   affects   us,  as  is   its  absence.      People   have 
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wondered  why  Phi  Beta  Kappa  was  not  found  on  the 
campus  at  Hampden-Svdne>'. 

The  work,  looking  to  securing  a  charter  here,  begun  and 
carried  forward  by  Dr.  Eggleston  when  he  was  president, 
and  taken  hold  of  and  followed  through  so  vigorously  by 
President  Gammon,  has  borne  fruit,  and  it  must  be  a 
great  satisfaction  to  these  gentlemen  that  their  efforts 
have  been  crowned  with  success. 

y\lumni  of  the  College  everywhere  will  be  pleased  and 
gratified.  When  the  chapter  is  installed  there  will  be 
comment  in  fuller  detail,  and  doubtless  there  will  be  a 
special  bulletin  with  reference  to  the  chapter's  installation. 

Fraternities  Assaulted 

AN  editorial  appearing  in  the  News  Leader  of  August  23, 
L  makes  a  somewhat  vicious  and  unrestrained  attack 
on  college  fraternities.  It  occurs  to  us  that  the  writer  of 
this  editorial  has  not  gone  very  deeply  into  the  origin 
of  Greek  letter  societies  when  he  says  that  they  were 
founded  in  snobbery,  feed  on  snobbery  and  cannot  exist 
except  where  snobbery  is  sanctioned.  Many  fraternities 
were  religious  in  their  origin,  others  were  literary.  Man)' 
others  came  about  by  reason  of  the  congeniality  which 
existed  between  groups  of  students  who  desired  to  be 
drawn  closer  together.  Man  is  a  gregarious  animal,  and 
perhaps  more  so  in  his  youth  than  maturity.  These 
groups  desired  to  perpetuate  their  organizations  by 
bringing  in  other  kindred  and  congenial  spirits.  In  the 
beginning  the  groups  were  small,  but  with  the  growth  of 
institutions  the  size  of  fraternities  also  increased. 

However,  it  must  be  admitted  that  some  of  the  indict- 
ment in  this  editorial  is  not  without  proof.  But  the  editor 
is  too  sweeping  in  his  disparagement  of  the  quality  of 
those  who  make  up  a  college  fraternity,  even  though  a 
great  deal  of  what  he  has  to  say  is  true — there  are  too 
many  playboj-s  and  triflers,  and  scholarship  is  at  a  low 
ebb.  On  the  whole,  however,  we  believe  that  the  propor- 
tion of  young  men  of  exceptional  ability  and  high  character 
is  far  greater  than  the  editorial  would  have  one  think. 

If  one  cares  to  examine  the  brief  biographies  of  the  men 
occupying  the  most  prominent  places  in  Government, 
in  the  teaching  profession,  in  the  ministry,  and  for  that 
matter  in  any  field  where  the  men  had  a  college  training, 
he  will  find  that  they  belong  to  some  college  fraternity, 
and  that  in  their  mature  years,  and  after  having  reached  a 
position  of  distinction,  are  not  ashamed  to  put  Greek 
letters  after  their  names.  Certainly  if  the  college  fraternity 
is  such  a  harmful  institution  as  the  writer  of  this  editorial 
would  make  it  appear,  it  is  strange  that  young  men  so 
handicapped  should  in  after  years  reach  the  positions  of 
usefulness  and  distinction,  which  they  have  attained. 

Moreover,  college  fraternities  are  becoming  more  and 
more  democratic,  and  a  young  man  who  has  the  personality 
is  almost  certain  to  be  initiated  into  a  fraternity  regardless 
of  his  social  background.  It  is  true  that  some  students 
who  fail  to  be  invited  to  join  a  fraternity  have  their 
feelings  hurt,  and  as  the  writer  of  the  editorial  says,  may 
have  heartaches,  and  this  is  much  to  be  deplored.  At 
the  same  time  our  social  clubs  to  which  mature  men 
belong,  exclude  men  who  would  like  to  be  members,  and 
no  doubt  one  who  is  blackballed  has  his  feelings  just  as 
much  hurt  as  a  boy  who  fails  to  make  a  fraternity.  Surelv 
the  writer  would  not  for  this  reason  wish  to  do  away  with 
our  social  clubs.    Not  only  so,  but  it  often  happens  that 


some  young  girl  or  boy  will  have  his  or  her  feelings  hur 
because  not  invited  to  some  party,  or  some  social  entertain 
ment,  or  what  not.  Would  the  writer  hold  that  becaus 
someone's  feelings  might  be  hurt  the  party  should  not  b 
held? 

It  has  been  50  years  since  the  writer  of  this  artici 
joined  a  fraternity.  During  his  college  days  it  afforde. 
him  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  and  satisfaction.  Nor  doe 
he  believe  that  being  a  member  of  a  fraternity  injured  hir. 
in  any  way,  but  on  the  whole  may  have  stimulated  hi 
ambition.  Fraternities  have  their  faults,  and  no  douh 
we  could  dispense  with  them  without  serious  loss.  On  th 
other  hand,  by  and  large,  it  is  felt  they  do  more  good  tha 
harm.  In  any  event,  they  are  deeply  rooted  in  the  11^^ 
of  the  colleges  and  universities  of  this  nation.  There  is  ] 
tendency,  and  more  than  a  tendency,  as  manifested  b 
the  Civil  Rights  Program,  to  attempt  to  abolish  whs 
the  advocates  of  such  measure  are  pleased  to  call  "di; 
crimination,"  and  try  to  accomplish  it  by  law.  As  Ion 
as  human  nature  is  what  it  is,  those  who  care  to  floe 
together  will  continue  to  do  so,  and  will  always  continu 
to  exercise  the  personal  privilege  of  choosing  who  are  t 
be  their  intimates  and  associates,  whether  in  a  coUeg 
fraternity,  local  club,  fraternal  or  even  a  religious  organiz; 
tion,  and  to  set  up  their  own  standards.

Dear  Alumnus: 

I  cannot  but  look  forward  to  our  tenth  Fund  effort  with 
unusual  eagerness.  The  main  reason  is,  since  the  close 
of  our  successful  campaign,  very  few  contributions  have 
come  in.  After  three  years  of  receiving  checks  of  all 
sorts,  a  man  gets  spoiled — badly  so. 

I  am  a  little  concerned  also  lest  our 
splendid  success  in  raising  a  million 
dollars  causes  us  unconsciously  and 
unintentionally  to  let  down. 

It  would  be  neither  wise  nor 
fair  to  expect  the  Fund  to  reach  the 
amount  secured  last  year.  However, 
there  isn't  the  slightest  reason  for 
our  not  holding  up  to  what  we 
averaged  for  several  years  before 
the  campaign — between  thirty-five 
and  forty  thousand  dollars.  I  know 
we  can  maintain  this  average  with- 
out hurt  to  anyone. 

Now  that  the  campaign  is  over,  it 
might  be  well  to  call  to  mind  the  main  purpose  of  all 
Alumni  Funds.  They  are  living  endowments  designed 
especially  to  aid  in  the  annual  operation  of  their  respec- 
tive institutions.  This  year  the  College  will  need  this 
help  to  come  out  on  the  right  side  of  the  ledger. 

"i  ou  might  be  interested  to  know  that  we  could  have 
had  an  enrollment  of  five  hundred  students  this  year.  In 
the  face  of  falling  enrollments  elsewhere,  I  think  this  a 
very  healthy  sign  for  Hampden-Sydney.  Alumni  in- 
terested in  their  sons  and  friends  coming  to  the  College 
should  keep  the  matter  of  enrollment  in  mind.  Early 
iipplications  should  be  made. 

I  I  am  already  looking  forward  to  another  visit  with 
pur  chapters.  To  know  that  so  many  of  our  alumni  are 
Interested  in  the  College  today  is  the  source  of  the  greatest 
;;ncouragement.

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President  Gammon's  Annual  Report 


To  THE  Board  of  Trustees  of 

Hampden-Sydney  College: 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  on  June  15  the  present  ad- 
ministration completed  a  tenure  of  ten  years,  it  might 
not  be  amiss  to  give  a  brief  review  of  that  period. 

First  of  all,  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  gratitude 
for  the  support  you  have  given  me,  especially  for  the 
freedom  granted  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  College. 
It  has  meant  more  than  I  can  say.  I  also  gladly  pay  high 
tribute  to  those  at  the  College,  along  with  the  alumni  and 
friends,  who  have  given  constant  help  and  encourage- 
ment. 

Ten  years  ago  the  College  had  an  enrollment  ot  373,  a 
faculty  of  18,  9  college  buildings,  15  faculty  quarters, 
and  an  endowment  of  $389,000.  While  the  institution 
was  rich  in  tradition,  history,  and  accomplishments, 
it  was  severely  limited  in  equipment  and  alarmingly  weak 
in  financial  resources.  It  did  not  require  much  time  to 
realize  that  if  Hampden-Sydney  was  to  maintain  itself 
on  the  level  required  by  its  reputation  and  in  keeping 
with  other  institutions  of  its  class,  increased  finances 
were  an  absolute  necessity.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
College  had  gone  as  far  as  it  could  go  on  the  financial 
plan  then  in  operation. 

The  first  attempt  to  improve  the  material  side  was 
both  quiet  and  personal.  It  was  surprising  and  encourag- 
ing to  find  that  in  about  two  years  time  approximately 
$125,000  was  received.  Of  this  amount  $25,000  was 
given  by  the  General  Education  Board. 

Some  improvements  were  begun  in  the  session  of 
1940-41.  Had  they  not  been,  the  College  might  not  have 
survived  the  results  of  the  war.  For  without  these  im- 
provements, the  chances  of  getting  the  V-12  unit  would 
have  been  practically  nil. 

In  ten  years  the  following  has  been  accomplished: 
two  new  buildings,  two  new  wells,  street  lights,  campus 
equipment,  additional  sidewalks,  extensive  renovation 
in  faculty  houses,  additional  faculty  quarters,  larger 
faculty,  increase  in  all  salaries,  and  enlarged  athletic 
facilities.    The  endowment  is  now  $1,200,326.05. 

The  academic  side  has  not  been  overlooked.  In  spite 
of  the  fact  that  the  library  was  burned  in  May,  1941, 
the  library  itself  is  the  best  in  the  history  of  the  College. 
This  is  due  to  the  employment  of  an  able  professional 
librarian,  a  splendid  cataloguer,  and  the  purchase  of 
books  through  the  aid  of  the  General  Education  Board. 
The  faculty  has  been  increased  and  additional  courses  in 
the  fine  arts  and  economics  have  been  added.  In  1941 
the  College  was  placed  on  the  accredited  list  of  the 
Association  of  American  Universities  and  a  little  later 
received  into  the  membership  of  the  Southern  University 
Conference.  The  question  of  a  chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
will  be  finally  determined  the  first  part  of  September. 
In  the  main,  I  think  it  can  be  said  that  the  academic  side 
of  the  College  is  as  strong  or  stronger  than  it  has  ever  been. 
At  the  close  of  the  session  of  1939-40,  I  recommended 
to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Alumni 
Association  the  inauguration  of  an  Alumni  Fund.  This 
recommendation  was  approved.  Immediately  plans  were 
made  to  establish  such  a  Fund  and  the  first  effort  began 
in  the  fall  of  1940.  The  movement  has  been  a  success 
from  the  very  beginning.  The  best  proof  of  that  is  the 
amount  of  money  which  has  come  to  the  College  through 


this  medium.  From  the  alumni  and  friends,  they  have 
influenced,  the  sum  of  $295,000  has  been  contributed. 
Today  the  Alumni  Fund  is  one  of  our  main  financial 
hopes  for  the  future. 

This  movement  has  done  far  more  than  bring  in 
money.  The  success  of  it  has  profoundly  affected  both 
the  aiumni  and  friends  of  the  College.  It  has  greatly 
helped  to  wipe  out  the  reproach  of  our  poverty  and  it  has 
added  a  new  confidence  regarding  the  future.  I  believe 
the  day  will  come  when  the  Alumni  Fund  can  makt 
possible  an  annual  contribution  of  approximately  $50,000. 
Encouraged  as  we  are  by  what  has  been  done,  urgent 
needs  remain  to  be  met  at  this  very  moment.  If  Hampden- 
Sydney  is  to  stay  where  it  is  and  operate  on  the  level 
in  keeping  with  its  educational  reputation,  certain  im- 
provements are  not  only  wise  but  also  absolutely  essential. 
They  must  be  made  and  without  delay. 

I  am  grateful  to  say  that  even  as  I  read  this  report,  a 
new  water  tower  is  being  erected  and  a  disposal  plant 
being  laid.  No  college  can  hope  to  operate  without 
adequate  water  and  sanitary  facilities.  Ever  since  I 
have  been  at  Hampden-Sydney  both  have  been  the 
cause   of  constant   anxiety. 

As  you  well  know,  the  old  library  was  partially  destroyed 
by  fire  in  May,  1941.  Nothing  has  been  done  about  it 
from  that  day  to  this.  An  amazing  work  has  been  don«i 
by  those  in  charge.  It  has  been  my  hope  all  along  that  a 
new  library  would  be  erected.  This  could  easily  havt 
been  done  but  for  the  war  and  its  results  in  the  cost  oi 
building.  I  still  believe  that  as  soon  as  possible  a  new 
library  should  be  built.  We  need  a  better  location  and  a 
building  in  keeping  with  our  standards  and  those  o: 
colleges  of  our  class.  However,  in  view  of  the  cost  0: 
construction,  I  am  grateful  for  the  decision  to  make  th(: 
old  library  available  for  the  present  pressing  needs. 

Equally  as  urgent  as  the  need  for  better  library  facilities 
is  the  need  for  a  new  auditorium.  Mcllwaine  Hall  is  no' 
only  inadequate  but  also  unattractive.  Only  the  use  o 
College  Church  has  kept  us  from  extreme  embarrassment 
For  years  there  has  been  the  demand  for  an  auditoriun 
in  which  all  of  the  administrative  offices  could  be  located 
This  condition  would  make  for  much  greater  efficienc\ 
in  administrative  affairs  and  also  release  space  greatl} 
to  be  desired  for  other  purposes.  The  fact  that  we  nov 
have  no  structure  adequate  for  chapel,  lecturers,  concerts 
and  other  large  meetings  should  also  emphasize  thi 
necessity  for  an  auditorium  at  the  earliest  possibli 
moment. 

The  dormitory  situation  leaves  much  to  be  desired 
Additional  space,  while  not  now  a  matter  of  actua 
necessity,  is  highly  advisable.  Early  renovation  is  es 
sential.  Both  Cushing  and  Venable  are  seriously  lackini 
especially  in  lavatory  facilities.  Indeed,  the  whole  in 
terior  of  both  dormitories  will  have  to  be  renewed.

FINANCE 

As  already  stated,  the  endowment  of  Hampden 
Sydney  on  June  15,  1939  was  $389,000.  The  budget  fo 
the  session  of  1938-39  amounted  to  $107,255.  Today  th 
endowment  has  reached  $1,200,326.05,  while  the  budge 
for  the  past  session  was  $235,358. 


A 
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In  the  last  two  years  considerable  expenditure  has 
been  made  for  objectives  long  over  due.  I  refer  primarily 
to  the  renovation  of  faculty  homes,  the  modest  increase 
of  faculty  salaries  and  other  employees,  and  a  limited 
amount  of  much  needed  material  equipment. 

The  benefits  of  this  expenditure  are  far  out  of  propor- 
tion to  the  money  involved.  They  can  be  seen  both  in 
the  spirit  of  the  faculty  and  employees  and  in  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  campus  and  buildings. 

The  budget  for  the  coming  session  is  the  largest  in  the 
record  of  the  College.  It  is  my  earnest  hope  that  it  will 
be  adopted. 

THE  SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 

For  a  number  of  years  Hampden-Sydney  has  had  an 
unusually  good  Science  Department.  One  result  is  a 
jrowth  which  has  reached  the  point  where  additional 
space  is  required.  In  the  event  of  a  new  library  or  new- 
auditorium,  Mcllwaine  could  be  used  for  this  purpose. 
I  believe  this  arrangement  would  be  a  much  better  one 
than  the  plan  of  renovating  the  old  gymnasium.  After 
all,  this  building  affords  space  for  both  valuable  work  and 
recreation. 

ENROLLMENT  AND  FACULTY 

We  will  begin  the  next  session  with  a  capacity  en- 
•ollment.  By  careful  planning  it  appears  that  the  rooms 
n  which  there  were  four  students  will  have  three  and 
hose  that  had  three  will  be  reduced  to  two.  The  crowded 
condition  of  the  past  two  sessions  has  worked  considerable 
lardship  on  a  number  of  students.  Lack  of  library 
acilities  added  to  the  difficulty.  Morton  Hall  had  to  be 
ised  at  night  as  well  as  day,  and  the  building  is  showing 
'he  effects  of  the  hard  usage  during  and  since  the  day  of 
,he  V-I2  unit. 

!  A  minimum  of  400  seems  our  best  enrollemnt.  That  is, 
n  reality,  the  present  capacity.  One  hundred  more 
'tudents  would  necessitate  a  larger  faculty,  more  dormi- 
ory  space,  and  larger  dining  facilities — a  considerable 
ixpense. 

'  The  faculty  will  be  short  by  two  men :  One  in  the  Biology 
i)epartment    and    one    in    the    Psychology    Department. 

THE  FUTURE 

'  My  knowledge  of  Hampden-Sydney  dates  back  to 
1902.  From  that  day  to  this  the  future  of  the  College  has 
jever  been  as  encouraging.  This  is  an  era  of  uncertainty 
;nd  confusion.  It  is  hard  to  say  what  even  a  day  will 
ping  forth.  Even  so,  in  enrollment,  faculty,  equipment, 
iidowment,  and  reputation,  Hampden-Sydney  is  stronger 
lan  ever  before.  Nor  should  we  forget  the  feeling  of  the 
umni  and  friends.  Never  has  it  been  as  helpful  and 
iciuiraging. 

The  past  of  the  institution  as  a  strictly  liberal  arts 
[)llege  points  clearly  the  path  of  the  future.  The  one 
bncern  must  be  to  seek  the  highest  academic  standing 
bssible  by  maintaining  a  full  faculty  and  adequate 
.aterial  equipment. 

;The  need  for  men  with  a  broad,  general  education  that 
,  Christian  was  never  greater.     Unless  there  is  a  force 

combat  an  education  that  is  now  all  but  Godless,  the 
ture  is  dark  indeed.  No  organization  can  do  this  more 
Fectively  than  those  educational  institutions  which 
'Id  to  the  truth  that  there  are  divine  relations  as  well  as 
iman,  spiritual  values  as  well  as  material. 


The  effort  to  increase  the  financial  resources  must  go 
steadily  on.  There  can  be  no  cessation  of  this  essential 
work.  The  recent  campaign  has  made  a  difference  and 
provided  new  encouragement  and  confidence.  However, 
the  College  is  still  behind   in   buildings  and  equipment. 

ALUMNI 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  I  have  visited 
Alumni  Chapters  in  New  York,  Richmond,  Roanoke, 
Norfolk,  Petersburg,  Waynesboro,  and  Charleston.  It 
is  a  pleasure  to  note  that  in  all  these  visits  a  strong  note 
of  enthusiasm  and  confidence  is  to  be  found. 

RICHMOND  AREA  UNIVERSITY  CENTER 

For  several  years  Hampden-Sydney  has  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Richmond  Area  University  Center.  While 
the  distance  of  the  College  from  Richmond  makes  the 
full  benefits  of  this  relationship  impracticable,  considerable 
good  has  resulted.  The  fine  spirit  among  all  the  associated 
institutions  has  been  especially  helpful.  There  have  also 
been  visits  from  outstanding  men  in  the  educational  world. 
LInless  our  connection  with  the  Center  should  run  into  a 
considerable  expense,  I  think  we  would  do  well  to  remain 
in  it. 

REV.  W.  McILWAINE  THOMPSON 

It  is  .good  to  be  able  to  report  that  Rev.  W.  Mcllwaine 
Thompson  has  assumed  the  duties  of  pastor  of  College 
Church.  He  is  well  qualified  in  every  way  for  the  task, 
and  it  is  my  belief  that  he  will  make  a  splendid  contribu- 
tion both  to  the  College  and  to  the  community. 

DR.  W.  H.  WHITING,  JR. 

It  is  with  the  deepest  regret  that  I  make  an  oflScial 
report  of  the  passing  of  Dr.  W.  H.  Whiting,  Jr.  No 
member  of  the  faculty  of  the  College  ever  rendered  a 
nobler  service. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  I  recommend  the  employment  for  the  session  of 
1949-50  of  Professors  Macon  Reed,  J.  B.  Massey,  and 
R.  C.  Beale.  These  gentlemen  have  all  reached  the  age 
of  retirement  but  are  fully  capable  and  desirous  of  con- 
tinuing their  work  on  a  temporary  basis. 

2.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  Dr.  J.  H.  C.  Winston  has 
retired  after  teaching  at  Hampden-Sydney  continuously 
for  fifty  years,  I  recommend  that  a  letter  from  the  Board 
be  written  to  Dr.  Winston  to  thank  him  for  what  he 
has  meant  to  the  College. 

3.  I  recommend  the  employment  for  one  year  of  Mr. 
C.  W.  Bondurant,  Jr.,  as  Assistant  Professor  in  Chemistry 
and  Mr.  J.  W.  Whitted  for  one  year  as  Professor  in  the 
Modern  Language  Department. 

4.  I  recommend  the  appointing  of  a  committee  on  the 
175  Anniversary  of  the  College.  This  anniversary  will 
take  place  during  the  session  of  1951-52.

Editor's  Note: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  print  in  The  Record  a  copy  of  President  Gammon's 
annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.  This  paper  not  only  gathers 
together  some  of  the  accomplishments  of  a  most  vital  decade,  but 
likewise  focuses  attention  upon  pressing  needs  at  the  College.  All  in  all 
this  is  a  most  heartening  and  challenging  accounting. 
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Patrick  Shields,  Class  of  1791 

THE  Shields  Family,''',of ^vhich  Patrick  Shields  was 
a  member,  came  to  Southside  Virginia  from  Mary- 
land, lames  Shields,  father  of  Patrick,  lived  in  that 
part  of"  Southside  which  in  1767  became  Pittsylvania 
County.  He  married  Elizabeth  Graham,  but  I  have 
not  ascertained  the  date  of  the  marriage. 

The  will  of  James  Shields  was  made  on  August  3,  and 
recorded  December  21,  1779.  His  descendant.  Dr. 
Charles  W.  Shields,  in  his  Philosophia  Ultima,  vol.  3, 
page  XIX,  states  that  he  made  the  will  when  he  was 
about  to  leave  home  to  engage  in  the  War  of  the  Revolu- 
tion, and  that  he  lost  his  life  at  the  Siege  of  Savannah, 
on  October  10  of  that  year. 

In  his  will  James  Shields  bequeathed  one-third  of  his 
estate  to  his  son,  Patrick  (born  May  17,  1773);  and  in 
addition  provided  for  "so  much  to  be  paid  from  my 
estate  as  will  pay  his  learning  through  the  several  degrees 
of  the  college."  Presumably  he  had  in  mind  Hampden- 
Sydney,  for,  says  Dr.  Shields,  "In  accordance  with  his 
father's  will,"  he  was  educated  at  Hampden-Sydney, 
and  then  studied  law  at  William  and  Mary. 

Young  Shields  was  named  Patrick  Henry;  the  Patrick 
for  an  uncle,  and  the  Henry  for  their  friend,  Patrick 
Henry,  the  great  patriot  and  orator.  So  states  Dr. 
Shields.  But  the  young  man  preferred  the  name  Patrick. 
The  Prince  Edward  County  records  show  that  there  was 
a  Patrick  Shields  in  this  County  as  early  as  1755,  when 
he  purchased  400  acres  of  land;  and  that  in  1759,  he 
sold  this  land  to  Richard  Sankey.  It  may  be  surmised 
that  this  Patrick  was  the  uncle  for  whom  young  Patrick 
was  named.  Dr.  Shields  states  that  Patrick  was  born 
May  17,  1773;  Tyler,  in  his  Virginia  Biographies  (vol.  2: 
309)  says  May  16.  Appleton's  Cyclopedia  (5:509)  gives 
May  16. 

Bagby,  in  his  General  Catalogue,  page  169,  says  that 
young  Shields  entered  Hampden-Sydney,  "about  1786." 
Dr.  Morrison  {Dictionary  of  Biography,  page  62)  follows 
Dr.  Shields  in  stating  that  he  was  a  classmate  of  William 
Henry  Harrison.  And  in  a  letter  to  me  written  many 
years  ago.  Professor  H.  M.  Klngery,  of  Wabash  College, 
a  great-grandson,  said,  "He  is  believed  to  have  been  a 
classmate  of  William  Henry  Harrison,  1791.  .  .  They 
were  friends,  born  the  same  year,  and  Patrick  was  aide 
to  Harrison  in  the  Tippecanoe  campaign." 

But  we  return  from  1791,  and  later:  On  December  6, 
1798,  he  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Rev.  Clement  Nance, 
who  is  mentioned  in  Mrs.  Maud  Carter  Clement's  ex- 
cellent History  of  Pittsylvania  County,  page  290,  as  giving 
bond  as  a  Baptist  minister  in  1790. 

When  James  Shields  died  in  1779,  he  left  a  daughter, 
Molly,  and  a  son,  Patrick.  There  was  another  daughter 
born  soon  after  the  father's  death.  Mrs.  Shields  was 
left  with  two  daughters,  and  a  boy  under  seven  years  of 
age,  to  manage  a  large  plantation  and  a  number  of 
slaves.  Is  it  not  safe  to  surmise  that  Patrick  Shields, 
after  studying  law,  helped  in  the  management  of  the 
plantation,  in  addition  to  practicing  his  profession.? 
At  any  rate,  the  father's  estate,  valued  at  17,000  pounds, 
became  depreciated  through  the  failure  of  the  Con- 
tinental currency;  so,  like  many  others  of  his  day,  he 
decided  to  "go  west" — a  term  then  used  to  denote 
south,  southwest  and  northwest. 

He  surrendered  iiis  share  in  the  home  plantation  to 
his  mother  and  sisters,  accepted,  as  his  portion  of  the 


estate,  2,660  acres  of  wild  uncultivated  land  in  Kentucky. 

"About  the  year  1803,"  says  Dr.  Shields  (page  XXI), 
"with  his  wife,  two  young  children,  and  a  negro  servant 
(slave),  Sam,  he  made  the  long  and  difficult  journey  over 
the  mountains."  Tyler  says  he  went  in  1791,  which  is 
clearly  an  error.  On  arriving  at  Lexington,  owing  to  the 
dishonesty  of  a  business  agent,  he  found  the  title  to  his 
land  defective.  Unable  to  secure  possession,  he  remained 
for  a  short  while  in  Mercer  County,  with  some  of  hi? 
Graham  connections,  then  "decided  to  join  some  of  his 
wife's  relatives  beyond  the  Ohio  River,  where  land  was 
more  easily  obtained"  {Philosophia  Ultima,  3:  XXI). 
With  all  his  possessions,  with  wife  and  children,  and 
with  faithful  Sam,  he  floated  down  the  Kentucky  anc 
Ohio  Rivers  in  a  flatboat  to  a  point  below  the  Falls. 

Here,  in  the  unbroken  wilderness,  he  secured  a  section 
of  land;  cleared  a  part  of  it,  began  cultivating,  erected  a 
two-story  cabin  of  logs.  With  his  afi'able  disposition  and 
good  judgment,  he  soon  gained  wide  influence  in  the  new 
settlement;  and  his  home  became  "almost  a  public 
resort,"  where  meetings  of  a  political  and  religious  naturf 
were  held.  For  a  time,  says  Dr.  Shields,  his  home  "was 
the  seat  of  the  territorial  authorities."  Later  he  built  ; 
brick  residence,  to  supersede  his  cabin. 

On  December  8,   1808,  "he  was  commissioned  by  hi; 
old    classmate;    Governor    William    Henry    Harrison,    as 
Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas"    .    .    .    "the  firsr  I 
Judge   of   Harrison    County,   Indiana,"   says   Tyler.      Ill  ' 
I  Si  I,    he    went    with    General    Harrison    as    a    mountec 
rifleman,  and  aide,  in  defense  of  the  border. 

When    Indiana    became    a    separate   Territory,    Judge 
Shields  was,  in  1814,  commissioned  Judge  of  the  Circui, 
Court  of  Harrison  County;  and  in  1816  he  was  appointee 
a  member  of  the  Constitutional  Convention,  which  me 
at  Corydon  to  organize  the  Territory  into  a  state. 

Dr.   Shields   aptly  says  that  what  he  has  written  ii 
great  detail  "is  far  from  being  either  personal  or  local 
for  (it  is)  a  contribution  to  American  history.     .     .    Th 
people  had  as  their  leaders  men  of  the  first  importancn 
from  the  viewpoint  of  education,  family  and  energy." 

As  one  of  the  founders  of  the  State  of  Indiana  he  too 
an  active  part  in  reforming  the  Territorial  Courts;  ill 
organizing  the  public  school  system;  and  in  malntainin} 
the  Congressional  Ordinance  of  1787,  which  prohibitec 
the  indefinite  continuance  of  slavery,  though  he  was 
at  the  time,  himself  a  slaveholder.  He  was  probably 
if  not  certainly,  the  author  of  the  constitutional  articl 
which  confirmed  Indiana  as  a  free  state. 

He  died  at  New  Albany,  Indiana,  on  June  6,  1841- 
When  the  present  Bell  Tower  was  erected  in  1934,  tw 
bricks  were  sent  by  the  Mayor  of  New  Albany,  to  b 
placed  in  the  Tower  and  to  be  in  memory  of  Judge  Shields

Boarding  Houses  at  Hampden-Sydney 
In  the  1840's  and  1850's 

Mrs.  Thomas  C.  Miller  kept  a  boarding  house  at 
Hampden-Sydney  in  the  1850's  and  may  have  done  so  in 
the  late  1840's.  She  kept  a  Diary,  but  not  regularly. 
There  was,  at  times,  considerable  competition  among  the 
boarding  housekeepers. 

In  her  Diary  she  spoke  of  Cosby  Hall  boarding  place. 
As  Mr.  David  Cosby  was  the  architect  and  builder  of  the 
LTnion  Theological  Seminary  (now  Venable  Hall),  was 
this  boarding  place  in  the  Seminary  building.?  Can  any- 
one tell?  Later  she  kept  boarders  at  the  "Thornton 
House,"  now  occupied  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Proctor. 

A  Mr.  Lewis  kept  a  boarding  house.    Where  was  it.' 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Marshall  kept  a  boarding  house.  This 
was  doubtless  the  present  Administration  Building,  as 
Mr.  Marshall  owned  that  building,  then  a  two-story 
residence. 

Mrs.  Thomas  Frederick  \'enable  also  kept  boarders  at 
the  "Thornton  House." 

Mrs.  Miller  speaks  in  kindly  terms  of  Professor  Charles 
Martin,  and  of  Dr.  B.  M.  Smith.  She  states  that  at  one 
time.  Dr.  Smith,  hearing  of  her  financial  straits,  handed 
her  fifty  dollars.  She  writes  also,  in  kindliest  terms  of 
Dr.  Benjamin  Holt  Rice,  pastor  of  College  Church.

"Above  all  else,  Hampden-Sydney  puts  the  fear  of 
God  into  its  students,"  Wm.  C.  (Red)  Richardson,  '27, 
of  Richmond,  told  a  group  of  about  130  incoming  freshmen 
in  an  indoctrination  meeting  September  6  in  Mcllwaine 
Hall.

P.  Lee  Palmore,  '17,  Missionary- 
Gives  Glimpse  of  Life  in  Japan 

The  Rev.  P.  Lee  Palmore,  Class  igiy,  who  has  served 
so  long  and  effectively  as  a  missionary  to  Japan  from  the 
Methodist  Church,  writes  encouragingly  of  the  work  in 
that  country.  These  lines  from  one  of  his  letters  show 
the  spirit  of  the  people  among  whom  he  and  his  good  wife 
and  talented  son,  Lee,  Jr.,  labor. 

"We  have  only  the  greatest  praise  for  the  wonderful 
way  the  people  of  this  land  have  set  about  with  courage, 
industry,  and  dogged  determination  (natural  charac- 
teristics) to  rebuild  homes  and  factories,  and  reorganize 
their  social  and  government  institutions  along  democratic 
lines.  As  never  before  young  men  and  women  are  seen 
walking  and  chatting  happily  together.  Here  the  moral 
power  of  Christian  faith  is  tragically  lacking.  Abundant 
evidences  are  found  of  the  people  enjoying  the  new  spirit 
of  freedom  from  military  oppression.  Even  the  police — 
the  stiff  autocrats  of  the  old  days — have  an  entirely  new 
recognition  of  their  place  as  servants  of  the  public  wel- 
fare. On  everyside  we  hear,  'We  were  deceived  by  our 
military  leaders  and  have  to  sulTer  for  it.'  There  is  no 
feeling  of  reseiument  but  a  general  spirit  of  cooperation 
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with  McArthur's  program  and  a  foward  look  towards 
new  Japan. 

"Now  of  all  times  we  must  march  forward  with  ze 
and  sacrifice  in  an  Advance  for  Christ.  We  must  unde 
gird  Japan's  new  structure  with  Christ  and  His  strengt 
lest  we  be  eternally  guilty  of  betraying  Him  into  tl 
hands  of  powerful  atheistic  forces  that  are  aggressi\e! 
bidding  for  the  heart  of  Japan."

It  is  an  encouraging  sign  that  \  irginia  now  has 
many  institutions  of  higher  learning  with  Phi  Be 
Kappa  chapters.  This  is  evidence  of  the  State's  standi) 
in  the  academic  world. 

Hampden-Sydney  has  long  been  recognized  as  one 
the  finest  men's  colleges  in  the  South,  if  not  in  the  natio 
\n  1930,  it  led  the  entire  country  in  the  percentage  of  i 
graduates  listed  in  Who's  Who  in  America,  and  in  19/ 
it  was  fourth,  with  Randolph-Macon  third.  Sweet  Bri;  ' 
for  years  has  taken  rank  with  the  topflight  women 
colleges  in  the  United  States,  despite  the  fact  that  lil 
Hampden-Sydney,  its  financial  resources  are  limited. 

These  two  first-rate  colleges  have  brought  much  di 
tinction  upon  Virginia  in  the  past,  and  their  recognitio 
by  Phi  Beta  Kappa  is  further  evidence  of  their  excellenc 
In  acquiring  chapters  of  the  nation's  foremost  honorai 
scholastic  society  they  have  not  only  provided  new  i: 
centives  to  their  students,  but  they  have  also  shown  cm 
more  the  esteem  in  which  they  are  held  by  the  country 
foremost  academicians.

kt  the  yard  of  Mr.  Atkinson's  residence  (recently  ac- 
qii-ed  by  the  College,  and  therefore  a  legitimate  part  of 
th'  campus)  are  forty-six  large  trees.  One  of  them,  a 
Cfstnut  Oak,  is  fifteen  feet,  two  inches  (i5'-2"),  in 
cimmference,  one  foot  from  the  ground;  and  four  feet 
hiier,  its  girth  is  eleven  feet,  five  inches   (ii'-5").     In 


the  yard  are  at  least  sixteen  varieties.     Shrubs  are  not 
included. 

Just  here  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Dr.  J.  H.  C. 
Winston,  Professor  Macon  Reed,  Mr.  Atkinson  and  Mr. 
T.  W.  Carter,  Jr.,  for  undertaking  these  measurements. 

Counting  the  rings  on  trees  is  not  so  simple  as  it  seems 
to  be  until  the  effort  is  made.  There  are  "lean"  years 
and  "fat"  years.  Enos  A.  Mills,  in  his  fVild  Life  in  the 
Rockies,  gives  examples  of  this. 

In  Cedars  the  rings  are  very  thin,  so  that  a  Cedar 
measuring  much  less  around  the  girth  than  other  trees 
may  be  older. 

Professor  Macon  Reed  has  measured  for  me  the  old 
Cedar  across  Roxbury  Road,  north  side,  opposite  the 
Carter  residence,  and  finds  it,  one  foot  from  the  ground, 
seven  feet,  six  inches  (7'-6"),  and  six  feet  up,  its  girth  is 
six  feet,  nine  inches  {b'-g"). 

Nearby,  at  the  old  "Thornton  House,"  now  occupied 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Proctor,  in  the  hedge  is  an  "ancient" 
which,  one  foot  from  the  ground,  is  six  feet,  seven  inches 
{6'-7");  and  five  feet  up,  where  it  divides  into  three  forks, 
it  is  six  feet,  nine  inches  {6'-g").  Another  Cedar,  close 
by,  is,  at  one  foot  from  the  ground,  eight  feet,  three  inches 
(8'-3").  Another,  at  one  foot  from  the  ground  is  eight 
feet,  six  inches  (8'-6"),  and  six  feet  up,  is  eight  feet,  two 
inches  (8'-2").  Another  is,  one  foot  up,  nine  feet,  three 
inches  (9'-3"),  and  five  feet  up,  where  it  divides  into 
two  trunks,  it  is  ten  feet,  two  inches  (lo'-z").  One  trunk 
is  five  feet,  eight  inches  (s'-8"),  the  other  is  five  feet, 
three  inches  (s'-s") — an  unusual  construction  of  nature. 

What  a  really  magnificent  cluster  in  one  yard!  The 
grass  grows  up  to  the  bodies  of  these  trees,  and,  towering 
high,  they  give  grateful  shade  to  an  attractive  old  house, 
nearly  200  years  old.  Were  these  trees  spared,  as  young- 
sters, when  the  house  was  built — nearly  200  years  ago? 
There  are  several  others  not  quite  so  old.  It  is  interesting 
to  watch  robins  and  other  birds,  at  certain  times  of  the 
year,  flock  to  the  Cedars  loaded  with  berries. 

At  one  time,  not  so  far  in  the  past,  there  was  danger 
that  several  of  these  oldesters  would  be  cut  down,  to  let 
in  more  sunshine,  to  prevent  too  much  shade!  What  a 
crime  it  would  have  been  to  do  this! 

All  these  are  on  College  ground.  May  they  live  another 
200  years,  or  longer! 

I  believe  the  most  symmetrical  Oak  I  have  ever  seen 
was  at  the  northeast  corner  of  President  Gammon's 
residence.  It  was  killed  by  borers  and  I  counted  over 
two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  annual  rings  on  it.  That 
takes  one  back  to  the  late  i6oo's.  It  was  old  enough  to 
hear,  wafted  by  the  breezes,  the  fervent  evangelistic 
appeals  of  John  Wesley  (1703-1791);  to  hear  the  beautiful 
hymns  (still  sung)  of  his  brother,  Charles  (1707-1788); 
and  to  hear  the  passionate  sermons  of  George  Whitefield 
(1714-1770)  as  he  spoke  to  thousands  in  the  groves  and 
fields. 

Shakespeare  says  that: 

This  our  life,  exempt  from  public  haunt. 
Finds  tongues  in  trees 

Often  one  hears  them  whisper;  at  times  they  roar  as  if 
in  anger  or  protest.  Let  us  all  be  good  to,  and  thoughtful 
of,  these  friends  of  man,  of  bird,  and  of  beast.

WALSH.  In  sincere  sorrow  we  are  carrying  below  a  notice  from  a 
newspaper  of  Hunt,  Texas,  telling  of  the  death  on  Julv  12,  1949,  of 
Ralph  Hain  Walsh,  Class  of  1929.  This  clipping  was  relaved  to  'the 
Alumni  Office  by  David  Denton  Hull,  '30,  a  devoted  college  friend  of  the 
popular  "Rabbit"  who  entered  Hampden-Sydney  in  1925  and  re- 
ceived a  B.  S.  degree  in  1929.  "A  pall  of  sadness  was  cast  over  the 
Hill  Country  when  the  news  of  the  death  of  Ralph  Hain  Walsh,  42,  was 
learned.  Walsh  was  found  dead  in  bed  in  a  hotel  in  Laredo  early  in 
the  morning  of  July  12.  He  had  gone  to  town  to  obtain  labor  for  his 
farm  which  he  had  recently  purchased.  Death  was  attributed  to  a  heart 
ailment.  Mr.  Walsh  was  a  native  of  San  Antonio,  the  son  of  .Mrs.  F.  C. 
Walsh  and  the  late  Doctor  Walsh.  He  was  graduated  from  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  in  Virginia,  and  after  leaving  school,  came  to  make  his 
home  with  his  parents  who  had  moved  to  Hunt  after  Dr.  Walsh  had 
retired.  He  founded  Camp  La  Junta  and  operated  this  outing  place  for 
boys  until  he  entered  the  Army  Air  Corps  in  World  War  "ll.  After 
several  years'  service  in  the  armed  forces  he  returned  to  Texas,  settling 
in  Corpus  Christi  where  he  operated  appliance  stores.  In  May,  1932, 
he  was  married  to  Margaret  Harwood  in  Kerrville,  Texas.  She  and  the 
two  sons,  Ralph  Claiborne  and  .Miller  Harwood,  survive."  To  these  and 
to  his  dear  mother,  Hampden-Sydney  sends  affection  and  sympathy.

Mrs.  Allen  and  her  good  husband  gave  themselves  in  singular  devotion 
to  bringing  up  their  children  "in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the 
Lord."

She  is  survived  by  one  daughter,  .Miss  .^lice  .McGavack  of  Washington, 
and  four  sons,  three  of  whom  are  distinguished  alumni  of  Hampden- 
Sydney— Henry  C,  of  New  York,  John,  Class  of  1913,  Leonia,  N.  J., 
Thomas  Hodge,  Class  of  1917,  New  York,  and  Louis  M.,  Class  of  1917, 
Waterford,  Va. 

S'^'DNOR.  In  the  death  of  Clement  .-\dkisson  Sydnor,  Class  of  1895, 
the  College  lost  a  son  with  one  of  the  warmest  hearts  that  ever  came  to 
the  Hill.  His  death  in  Lynchburg  on  July  21  at  the  age  of  75  caused 
many  to  think  in  deep  gratitude  of  a  life  richly  spent  in  the  teaching  of 
the  young.  Altogether  he  had  given  more  than  a  half-century  to  the 
classroom,  twenty-six  years  of  it  to  the  E.  C.  Glass  High  School  in 
Lynchburg.  Previously  he  had  taught  for  many  years  in  Georgia,  then 
at  different  schools  in  Virginia.  From  1903  to  1907  he  was  superin- 
tendent of  the  Danville  Military  Institute.  He  had  done  graduate  work 
in  English  and  Greek  at  the  University  of  South  Carolina  and  at  various 
times  he  had  taught  these  subjects,  but  in  Lynchburg  he  was  noted  as 
an  instructor  in  the  Mathematics.  He  took  special  interest  in  each  of 
his  pupils  and,  winning  their  confidence  and  respect,  achieved  great 
results  in  his  endeavors  for  them.  The  eleventh  child  in  a  family  of 
twelve,  he  had  fully  learned  the  lessons  of  "give  and  take."  His  parents, 
Giles  and  Rebecca  Pleasant  Royster  Sydnor.  brought  up  their  large 
and  happy  brood  in  the  good  County  of  Halifax.  \  happy  home  it  was, 
filled  with  gracious  living  and  the  love  of  God  and  His  commandments. 
From  this  circle  had  come  earlier  an  older  brother,  Giles  Granville 
Sydnor,  Class  of  1887,  a  talented  musician  and  strong  preacher  of  the 
Gospel.  Of  this  younger  brother  who  has  now  joined  him  in  Glory,  he 
truly  said;  "Clem  is  one  of  the  dearest  souls  I  have  ever  known."

State,  Little  All-Southern  and  Little  All-American  teams. 

Also  gone  from  last  year's  teams  are  Robert  (Wink) 
Osburn,  and  Co-Captain  Bo  Wall,  backs;  Bob  Francis 
and  Bill  Lucado,  ends;  Claude  Alilam,  Bill  Gallalee  and 
Clint  Steele,  tackles  and  Maury  Goodloe,  center. 

Osburn,  who  accounted  for  five  touchdowns  from  his 
halfback  position  last  year,  is  giving  up  football  in  favor 
of  a  job  after  being  married  this  summer.  Wall  is  entering 
law  school.  Milam,  Gallalee  and  Goodloe  were  graduated 
in  June.  Francis  has  decided  not  to  play  his  third  year 
this  fall.  Lucado  who  was  on  the  receiving  end  of  five 
touchdown  passes  in  '48,  completed  his  academic  work 
in  summer  school. 

Co-Captains  \A'alt  Bridges  and  Doug  Chapman  will 
lead  the  Tigers  through  a  nine-game  schedule  this  fall. 
Bridges,  a  former  All-State  center  at  George  Washington 
High  School  in  Danville,  will  occupy  the  same  right 
guard  position  which  he  filled  for  about  three  quarters 
of  every  game  last  year.  He  received  All-State  honorable 
mention  for  his  work  there. 

Chapman,  who  was  an  All-Stater  while  prepping  at 
St.  Christopher's,  is  slated  for  the  quarterback  slot  again. 
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He  will  do  a  great  deal  of  the  passing  and  call  the  offensive 
plays.  In  1948  he  connected  for  five  touchdowns  with 
his  aerials. 

The  ends  will  shape  up  with  "Chuck"  Pusinelli,  fresh- 
man sensation  of  '48  on  the  left  side  and  either  Letterman 
"Puggy"  Adkins  or  Sophomore  Gladstone  Smith  at 
right.  Other  candidates  include  James  Everett,  Pete 
Kostel,  Dick  Little,  Ed  Moore,  Bill  Powers  and  Ballard 
Wood.  Wood  was  on  the  squad  last  year,  while  Kostel 
and  Moore  were  Junior  Varsity  members. 

Claude  McCauley  and  Richard  Venable  are  the  lone 
lettermen  tackles  back.  McCauley  was  a  starter  at  left 
tackle  as  a  freshman  in  '48.  Venable  was  bothered  by 
injuries  the  first  part  of  the  season,  but  saw  considerable 
action  during  the  latter  stages  of  the  schedule.  In  addi- 
tion. Tiller  has  moved  Walter  Moore,  regular  guard,  and 
Eldridge  Moore,  substitute  fullback,  to  the  tackle  de- 
partment. Both  have  acquired  a  liking  for  the  new 
position.  The  former  will  probably  pull  down  a  starting 
assignment.  Hunter  Miller,  Dave  Martin  and  Richard 
Hassold  have  also  shown  promise. 

Tiller  has  three  lettermen  to  choose  from  in  selecting 
a  running  mate  for  Bridges  at  guard.  Bake  Davenport, 
Shack  Lee  and  John  Robinson  are  all  veterans  of  two 
seasons  and  will  be  used  as  alternates.  Lee  probably 
holds  the  edge  in  the  fight  for  first  string.  Other  guard 
aspirants  include  Michaux  Buchanan,  Charles  Dietz, 
Robert  Hawks,  Fred  Hodges,  Dave  MacMichael,  Randy 
Minter  and  Harry  Sadler.  Minter  and  Hodges,  a  pair 
of  freshmen,  both  tip  the  scales  at  the  205  mark. 

The  center  position  will  be  well  taken  care  of  with 
Starter  Joe  Potts  and  Letterman  Dave  McClung  back 
from  last  year.  Freshmen  Irvin  Cubine,  Bob  Johnson 
and  Lee  LeCompte  are  other  center  contenders. 

Lettermen  Numa  Bradner  and  Bill  W'all  will  be  on 
hand    to   help    Chapman    with    the    quarterback    duties.
